Interesting law went into ef­ 
fect in the S t.. i e of 
Massa-hur.etts. cited as 
Chapte- 130. Acts W2. Reg­ 
ular Session. It real as fol­ 
lows:

''Public Schools Silent 
Meditation

"Chapter 130
"An Act providing for the 

openinc of each school day 
wi'h a period of silo it medi- 
tarion.

"Be It enacted by 'r>e Sen-' 
ate and House of K"presen-i 
tatives in General Session! 
assembled, and by the au-! 
thority of the same, as fol-j 
lows:

"Chapter 71 of t.ie Gen­ 
eral l,aws is hereby amend­ 
ed by inserting afte-- Section 1 
1 the following scctvn:

"Section 1-A
"At the commenr,-ment of 

the first class each day in 
all giadcs in all public 
schools the teat Ner in

charge of the room in which '< 
each class is held shall an­ 
nounce that a peri -ct of si­ 
lence not to excoel one 
minute in duration   nail be 
observed for mMitation. 
and during any su.b period 
silence shall be maintained 
and no activities engaged in. 

Approved April 4. 1966."

Although this v-.-rv inter-i 
esting Massachusetts law' 
went into effect on April 4 
this year I did not have an 
opportunity to aotuolly read| 
it until a few days ic.o. It is, 
found on page 114 of the| 
bound set of the A"'s of the; 
Massachusetts Legisla­ 
ture for 1966. j

Since 1966 is an even- 
numbered year, this is a 
budget session ye*'. If it; 
were an odd-number d year.' 
this would have bee;1 a reg­ 
ular or general sess.cn year 1 
and any member of the 
Legislature could ha--e intro­ 
duced a bill on any subject 
without the consent of the

Governor of California. , 
Our budget ses»i<v ended i 

weeks ago and the i egisla- 
ture is operating -infer Ex-| 
traordinary Sessions (special 
sessions) created ar, the re­ 
sult of proclamation issued 
by tlie Governor in accord-: 
ance with the provisions of 
the State Constitution Noth­ 
ing on the agenda of the 
Extraordinary Sessions! 
called into existence by the. 
Governor permits tne intro-l 
duction of a bill providing; 
for silent meditation in the 
public schools of CM fornia. 
Furthermore, it is only a 
matter of a few wr->ks be-j 
fore the Legislature will ad-! 
journ definitely anr1 we can 
all go home.

"Please place on a proc­ 
lamation calling the Legis­ 
lature into Extract dinary 
Session the subject matter 
of a law providing for one 
minute of silent invitation 
at the commencement of the 
first class each day in all 
public schools of Califor­ 
nia."

This should be followed 
by your name and address 
so that the Governor will

know that it \s a bona fldei 
letter.

I do not recommend that 
you write to Sam Yorty, 
Mayor of Los Angeles about 
this. Also, I do not think it 
would do any good to write 
to Mr. Christopher, the for­
